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INTRODUCTION 


The  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  present  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
expenditure  proposals  for  the  1983-84  fiscal  year.  The  Legislative  Assembly 
will  be  asked  to  appropriate  sums  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to  each 
vote  under  Section  2  of  the  Appropriation  Act,  1983. 

For  the  information  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  details  of  each  vote 
are  provided  at  the  element  level  and  by  object  of  expenditure.  To  allow  for 
meaningful  comparisons  between  1983-84  and  1982-83,  a  Forecast  of  1982- 
83  Actual  Expenditures  has  been  included  for  each  element.  The  1982-83 
Forecast  of  Actual  Expenditure,  1982-83  Estimates  and  the  1981-82  Actual 
Expenditures  have  been  adjusted  as  necessary  to  conform  to  the  programme 
structures  which  will  exist  in  1983-84. 

Vote  1,  Support  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  includes  authority  for  ex- 
penditures incurred  in  the  use  of  automobiles  by  the  Speaker,  Deputy 
Speaker  and  Leader  of  the  Official  Opposition.

To  conduct  professional,  independent  audits  and  express  auditor's  objective  opinions  as  required  by  Section  18  of 
the  Auditor  General  Act  and  other  statutes,  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Crown  including  departments, 
regulated  funds,  revolving  funds,  Provincial  agencies  and  other  organizations  or  bodies  of  which  the  Auditor 
General  is  auditor.  After  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Crown,  to  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  work 
of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  on  matters  which  were  observed  during  the  course  of  that  work,  as 
required  by  Section  19  of  the  Auditor  General  Act.  To  undertake  special  auditing  or  investigative  assignments  as 
may  be  specified  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  also,  under  certain  conditions,  as  specified  by  the  Executive 
Council.
